The Y. W. A. Committee set a 
goal for the 1965 Lottie Moon For- 
— A'^ign Missions Offering that was 
$100 above the total amount collect- 
ed in 1964. This placed the figure 
at $2,465. Was this too much to ex- 
pect of the Clarke community?

805.50, or $340.50 above the goal!

Plans Progress For Fine Arts Building 

Preliminary architectural work is 
underway on the plans for the Fine Arts 
Building for Clarke College, the Trustees 
were informed on January 27 as they 
assembled for their midwinter meeting. 

Mr. Charles McMullan, architect on 
the project, reported on the study he has 
done regarding the needs to be provided 
for in the long-range program, including 
a new Auditorium, and in the first phase 
of the project which is to be a dual-use 
facility for music, speech, and drama. 

The Building Committee, composed 
of Reverend Dan Morton, Amory, Reve- 
rend Bill Baker, Calhoun City, and Reve- 
rend James Fancher, Florence, has had 
several meetings and studied buildings 


on other campuses in the state. 

The plans now being worked out 
would provide a small recital hall, lec- 
ture rooms, studios, practice rooms, and 
facilities for recording programs in music 
and speech. The anticipated cost of this 
first unit is approximately $180,000, of 
which approximately one-third must be 
secured in cash before construction can 
begin. The remainder can be financed 
by loans. 

The Board of Trustees voted to ap- 
prove the progress report and authorized 
the Building Committee to proceed with 
plans as outlined. It is anticipated that 
the architectural work may be completed 
within a few weeks.

“It is an overpowering experience 
to see everybody, students and fac- 
ulty, working together for one great 
goal ... to see a student who is 
working his way through school and 
supporting a family of four, get up 
in chapel and empty his pockets to 
do all he can for the never ending 
gospel of Christ. It is just as un- 
forgettable to see students, girls and 
boys, giving all they have, even 
down to their very last penny, not 
for the sake of reaching a goal, but 
for keeping Christ in Christmas and 
sharing His great love with others.”

10, No. 9, by 
Chopin, Mrs. Thornton achieved a 
quality in soft tone, exemplifying 
skill and finesse that charmed her 
audience. 

It was as if instrument, pianist 
and audience chuckled together when 
she played her Contemporary selec- 
tion, Polka. This bi- tonal composition, 
designed as a musical joke poking 
fun at the contemporary style, 
brought enthusiastic applause from 
the audience.

ARTS BUILDING 

At a joint meeting of the Trus- 
tees and the Development Council 
on May 12 President W. L. Com- 
pere made a most interesting 
announcement about a large com- 
mitment on the new Fine Arts Build- 
ing! After this meeting of the Trus- 
tees, the full story will be released 
and will be carried both in The Bap- 
tist Record and in the secular press. 
Even ahead of this release, however, 
some information may now be given 
which will delight the hearts of all 
who are interested in the program of 
Clarke College. 

The new structure will have 13,000 
square feet of floor space; and it is 
anticipated that the total cost will 
be approximately $200,000.

MISSIONARY HALE 
WRITES MRS. COMPERE 

A letter from missionary Dennis 
Hale to Mrs. W. L. Compere ar- 
rived too late to be included in the 
February issue of VOICE; but we 
are glad to carry it now. 

Dennis is a 1959 graduate of Clarke 
College. He later finished at Sam- 
ford University, Birmingham, Ala., 
and was graduated with the B. D. 
degree from the New Orleans Bap- 
tist Seminary in 1965. 

Dennis married Judith Greene, who 
serves with him in Spain. They have 
one child. He was appointed to Spain 
in April 1965. 

His abridged letter follows: 

“Clarke College will never cease 
to amaze me with these (Lottie 
Moon Christmas) offerings! I re- 
member that during my last Christ- 
mas there, the goal was set at $1400 
and met. I werifc from Clarke to How- 
ard College, a school of almost 2,000 
students; and a $300 goal was consid- 
ered a challenge. Last year’s $2300 
averages almost ten dollars per stu- 
dent. I think the response to the 
challenge at Clarke was marvelous! 

If this letter does not arrive too 
late for the VOICE perhaps you can 
use it later. I would like to relate 
the following incident that points up 
the challenge in Spain.

“Making a tiny salary check meet 
the bare needs of the family, and 
having far greater aspirations for 
church programs that the budget 
could support!” 

Our First Lady of the campus has 
taught classes in Speech three dif- 
ferent times since the Comperes 
came to Clarke 11 years ago. This 
subject was her major in Blue Moun- 
tain College and in Peabody, where 
she received the M. A. degree. She 
insists on having meetings of the 
student ministers’ v/ives in her home, 
not counting the extra demands that 
this over-and-above service makes on 
her. The Y. W. A. of the College is a 
special interest; and her counsel and 
assistance compose the central dy- 
namic of this organization. She has 
“filled in” on a part-time basis for 
the Public Relations Office. (Dr. 
Compere has referred smilingly to 
her connections with the P. R. 
Office as “FULL-time work, but just 
PART-time pay!”) Hers was the prin- 
cipal responsibility of writing the 
script for the pageant celebrating the 
Golden Anniversary of the College in 
1958, as well as serving as director 
of the pageant. She moves about 
the campus almost as swiftly, a s

THE PRESIDENT SPEAKS 

Some 400 Baptist leaders spent 
three days in the first Convention- 
wide conference of BEST (Baptist 
Education Study Task) at Nashville 
the middle of June. 

BEST is a most appropriate name. 
It does deal witfn Baptist Education; 
it involves a great deal of study; 
and it is a task! During those days 
this large number of people from 
all over the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention territory gave themselves 
diligently to a thorough study of 
Baptist education from every angle. 

The problems that face Baptist 
colleges today were realistically fac- 
ed. Someone said, “We came with 
the answers and left with the ques- 
tion.” Perhaps in a measure this 
was true. We did find it necessary 
to admit that there are many diffi- 
cult questions facing us today that 
cannot be shrugged off with the 
smug answers of naive complacency. 

That Baptist colleges face a crisis 
today is an obvious fact. Rising costs, 
higher standards of accreditation, 
competition with more able schools 
for qualified faculty and many 
other factors combine to make the 
way harder for our Baptist schools. 
Clarke College feels these pressures 
perhaps more than most Baptist 
schools. But we are looking at the 
situation as a challenge to us - 
a challenge to re-evaluate our pur- 
pose. re- affirm our dedication to the 
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task of educating Christian students, 
and re-doubling cur efforts to enlist 
larger support from those who be- 
lieve in the kind of Christian educa- 
tion Clarke offers. 

The magnificent commitment of 
Mr. and Mrs. Reuben Lott — $100,- 
000 for our new Fine Arts Building 
— may be one of those truly signifi- 
cant milestones in the development 
of the College. It will not only pro- 
vide half of tlhe amount needed for 
this attractive and useful new build- 
ing, but also the stimulation for 
many others to respond to the op- 
portunity for eiernal investments 
Clarke offers. 

"CLARKE 2,000" IS 
TASK OF COUNCIL 

College leaders feel that funds 
needed for the improvement and 
enlargement of the program of 
Clarke College, above receipts from 
regular sources, will come primarily 
from special gifts from interested in- 
dividuals. The Development Coun- 
cil is underbaking to secure the com- 
mitment of TWO THOUSAND per- 
sons to do one or more of three 
things: (1) Make a contribution to 
the college annually, or on some oth- 
er regular basis (2) Place in “my 
will” a bequest to the College (3) 
Enlist at least one other person to 
make a regular contribution to the 
College or place a bequest to the 
College in his will.

THE LOTT FINE ARTS BUILD- 

ING will be the name of the new 
building soon to be udder con- 
struction on the Clarke campus. 
The Board of Trustees in a recent 
meeting unanimously voted in 
favor of this name in recognition 
of the magnificent commitment of 
$100,000 made by Mr. and Mrs. 
Ruben Lott of Laurel. 

The architect, Mr. Charles P. 
McMullan of Jackson, is the one 
who served in this capacity on the 
Science Hall which is a source of 
pride and satisfaction to the entire 
college family. The architect is now 
working on th& construction plans 
— a type of work that is vitally 
important and takes a great deal 
of time but does not show up as 
progress at this time. However it is 
hoped that these plans will be com- 
pleted and the construction con- 
tract let within a few more weeks. 

As all who are familiar with the 
work of Clarke College know, this 
building will meet one of the 
school’s greatest needs. Clarke has 
a strong program in both music 
and speech although the music 
program has been carried on in a 
very inadequate building. This new 
facility will enable the school to 
strengthen its work still more in 
these fields. 

According to President W. L. 
Compere, the new air-conditioned 
building, estimated to cost about 
$200,000, will have at its core a 
small recital hall seating 180. 

The 13,000 square feet of floor 
space will also provide five lec- 
ture rooms of varying sizes, eight 
piano practice rooms, seven of- 
fices and office-studios, an organ 
studio and practice room, recording 
and listening rooms and rest rooms. | 


Several persons have already sign- 
ed one of the commitment cards, al- 
though these (have been made avail- 
able to only a few groups and in- 
dividuals. Soon, however, a mailing 
will go to a large number of “Friends 
of Clarke’’; and immediate response 
is expected from hundreds of our 
friends. Plans are being formulated 
to “follow up” after a few weeks to 
seek additional agreements that will 
bring the total to at least 2,000. 
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the Lotts are giving to the Fine | 
Arts Building. 

When our friend Lott was growing 
up on an Alabama farm, the oldest 
of seven children, it is very unlike- 
ly that he or any of his family 
ever dreamed that the future would 
hold such stories as those of his 
amazing success in business and his 
outstanding Christian benevolences. 

A son of George Franklin and Car- 
rie Craft Lott, he is proud of the 
rugged character and unusual a- 
chievements of his forebears. H e 
gives great credit to “'the encour- 
agement of a loving mother” and he 
feels “much indebted to one of my 
early teachers, Mr. David C. Mat- 
thews, for his inspiration to strive 
toward worthy goals.” 

After high school and studies in 
North Manchester College (an Indi- 
ana), Reuben came to Mississippi 
in 1919; and this state has been his 
home ever since. In the same year, 
he became a partner in the Foster 


(1940), Me r i d i a n and Hatties- 
burg (1941). lie opened a second 
store in Laurel in 1944; and the last 
unit was a store in Brookhaven, 
1954. In recent years he has sold 
several of these stores; but four are 
still under his direct management. 
Each new enterprise brought addi- 
tional prosperity and stature in the 
economic world. 

Hero Meets Girl 

Our merchant prince did not go 
very far alone. An attractive young 
teacher came from Vardaman (Mis- 
s i s s i p p i), by way of Mississippi 
Southern College, to teach in Pen- 
dorf School, near Laurel.

No doubt, since their marriage in 
1927, he must have echoed many 
times Dag wood Rumstead’s cry of 
“BLONDEE!” as his expanding in- 
terests brought new burdens and 
problems! To say the least, Mrs. Lott 
worked by his side through the 
years to help establish and enlarge 
his ever-expanding furniture domain. 
Today, far past the days of early 
struggle, this happy couple lives in 
an elegant and impressive white 
home on a wooded estate in the 
heart of one of Laurel’s best resi- 
dential districts.

Teaching At Clarke 

Teaching at Clarke started in Jan- 
uary, 1957, hardly four months af- 
ter the orange blossoms.

The Lotts’ commitment to make 
a large gift toward the Fine Arts 
Building was not a sudden decis- 
ion. As early as 1949, Dr. James 
W. Parrish, then Reuben’s pastor, 
asked him to make a* donation to 
Clarke College. This he did; and 
growing interest followed this con- 
tribution. In 1969, he was asked to 
serve as a trustee of the College.

He is also 
vice-chairman of the Development 
Council of the College. 

Typical of the “second mile, over 
and above” service given by Mr. 
Lott is kis> donation of many trees, 
shrubs and plants to the College.

A second phase of Clarke’s Self- 
Study has been completed with the 
publication of the report of the study. 
The next important phase of the pro- 
gram is scheduled for October 30- ; 
November 2, when a committee se- j 
lected by the Commission on Colleges 
of the Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Schools will visit the cam- 
pus for the purpose of consultation 
and evaluation. 

Mr. Victor Vaughn, chairman of the 
steering committee for the Self- 
Study, presented copies of the pub- 
lished report to the members of the 
faculty in last week’s faculty meet- 
ing. This complete report is a com- 
pilation of the reports of studies made 
by ten different faculty committees 
who studied as many areas of the 
college life and activities. Most of 
the reports included projections of 
needs and services anticipated for 
the next five years, and also recom- 
mendations for meeting the needs

Phase One was the college's own 
evaluation of its total program 
and this was carried out by the 
staff and faculty over the past two 
years, being completed in October 
1966. This resulted in a published 
report made available to the mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees, fac- 
ulty, staff and to the office of The 
Southern Association. This was a 
very profitable activity for the Col- 
lege as all the personnel were led 
to study their own work and dis- 
cover ways in which improvement 
could be made. Several phases of 
the work were strengthened during 
this period. > 

Phase Two was the work of a 
visiting committee selected by the 
Southern Association Office which 
work involved a three-day visit to 
the campus, conferences with ad- 
ministration, faculty and students, 
and the writing of a report on the 
College’s self-study for the South- 
ern Association. This Committee, 
which visited the campus October 
31-November 3, was composed of 
Dean Braxton Harris, Brevard Col- 
lege, Wingate, North Carolina; Joel 
Herren, Btfeftiess Manager, Win- 
gate College, Wingate, North Caro- 
lina; Carolyn Pulley, Director of 
Admissions, Averett College, Dan- 
ville, Virginia; Ethel Smith, Librari- 
an, Wingate College, Wingate, 
North Carolina; Dean B. F. Whe- 
less, Sullins College, Bristol, Vir- 
ginia; and Chairman Floyd Turn- 
er, President, Virginia Intermont 
College, Bristol, Virginia. Their of- 
ficial report has been received from 
the Southern Association office. 
The report is quite fair, offering 
a considerable bit of commendation 
but pointing out some areas in 
which improvement is needed. 

Phase three m the follow-up 
work to be done by the Trustees, 
Administration and Faculty. The 
full report has been made avail- 
able to all these groups for study 
and action. Many of the needs for 
improvement had been discovered 
by the faculty and staff during 
Phase One and others are being 
given attention now. Most of the 
needs for improvement arc direct- 
ly related to financial support. 

The Self-Study is proving to be 
very valuable experience for the 
College.

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ARE THESE REAL PEOPLE?

Most of the needs for improve- 
ment at Clarke College are directly 
related to financial resources. This 
conclusion comes from an analysis 
of the report of the Visiting Com- 
mittee which visited the College 
in November. The following ex- 
cerpts from the report pertain to 
this need: 

“Prudence has been and is being 
exercised in the management of 
income,” with an effort being 
made to allocate funds available 
in the most equitable manner. 
However, of gravest concern to 
the committee has been the lack 
of funds available for the in- 
structional program, and par- 
ticularly that now being provid- 
ed for teaching salaries. Devel- 
opment of additional sources of 
income to support the vital phase 
of the work might well receive 
the highest priority. The com- 
mittee is cognizant of the con- 
cern of the administration in 
this regard and urges continued 
effort to bring the base pay of 
teachers to a rate commensurate 
with the positions. 

“A study of basic educational and 
general expenditures reveals that 
Clarke met the minimum stand- 
ards established by the Associa- 
tion for the period covered by the 
study. In the most recent year 
which is not covered by the study 
the audit report shows that the 
minimum was exceeded by less 
than 1%. At no time in the study 
could the Committee say that 
the minimum was being exceed- 
ed by a significant amount. 

“It should be noted here that 
the minimum expenditure estab- 
lished in Standard Four should 
not be the desired goal of any 
institution. The Committee feels 
that if Clarke is to adequately 
serve its students, it must devel- 
op additional sources of income 
to be used in this area.” 

In meeting this need the Col- 
lege administration must have the 
help of Trustees, members tff the 



SCHOLARSHIP IS GIVEN 
FOR L. G. CAMP, JR. 


Dr. W. L. Compere announces 
the establishment of an endowed 
scholarship in memory of the Rev. 
L. G. Camp, Jr., a Clarke College 
graduate of 1948, who died on 
December 16, 1966 of injuries re- 
ceived in a traffic accident. The 
scholarship was set up by his 
widow, Mrs. Kittie Camp, of Grand 
Bay, Alabama, and the Friendship 
Baptist Church, of which Mr. Camp 
was pastor at the time of his death. 
The initial contribution was in the 
amount of $2,500, which has been 
placed in a restricted endowment 
fund. Earnings from contributed 
funds will be used for a scholar- 
ship to be awarded annually to a 
ministerial student, the recipient 
to be chosen by the college faculty. 

After finishing Clarke, Mr. Camp 
had one year in Baylor University 
but returned to Mississippi to be- 
come pastor of the Ellison Ridge 
Baptist Church, Winston County. 
He was graduated from Mississippi 
College in 1952, where he received 
the Nelson Medal, the highest 
award granted by the college in 
the area of speech. He received the 
Bachelor of Divinity degree from 
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since 1962. He gives half time to 
teaching Religious Education in 
Clarke College and half time to the 
work of Superintendent of Missions 
for Newton County Baptist Associ- 
ation.

Are they under the 
newspaper? left at the offtge? or in 
that pair of pants he just sbht to the 
cleaners? Where ARE those keys?! 

His mind was very alert, however, 
when he was teaching at Linn (near 
Moorhead, Sunflower County) in 1930. 
While visiting a church service in the 
nearby community of Inwood, he was 
attracted to a just-right-looking high 
school senior. History does not record 
how much of the church service he 
remembered; but his mind retained 
vividly the image of Ernestine Jau- 
don. After a few more casual meet- 
ings in groups of young people, our 
25-year old teacher wrote his new 
friend for a date. She was somewhat 
overawed by the attentions of a 
schoolteacher; but she gave him the 
date, anyway. He never dated anoth- 
er girl; and on December 17, 1932. 
Allie Lee and Ernestine said “I do” 
in the Baptist Parsonage in Moor- 


ally, he came to be called “Papa 
Mac”; but this was soon to be 
shortened to “Pop”. And “Pop” he 
still is. 

Since the school was not accredited 
by the Southern Association of Col- 
leges until 1952, there were plenty 
of rough roads to travel and steep 
hills to climb. Home for the Mc- 
Gaughs consisted of two rooms in 
an old, condemned, frame dormitory. 
Their combined salary was $3,600; 
and there was not a raise for nine 
long years. But the McGaughs stayed 
on. While other staff and faculty 
members have come and gone, this 
brave couple has provided an element 
of continuity and stability, so much 
needed by the college, for eighteen 
years. Their efforts were a great 
factor in Clarke’s attaining accredi- 
tation by the Southern Association, 
. which accomplishment finally came 
two years before the end of the

GREENHOUSE PLANNED 

A. L. McGaugh, professor of biology 
and mathematics, is leading in the 
construction of a greenhouse on the 
campus. “The new building will be 
used for teaching and experimental 
purposes in the area of biology”, Mr. 
McGaugh said. He added that a few 
flowers and shrubs will be grown for 
use by the school and on the campus, 
but no commercial production is plan- 
ned. 

The new facility will be of concrete 
and brick construction. Walls of the 
work and storage area, as well as of 
the lower portion of the greenhouse 
proper, will be red brick. Roof and 
upper walls of the growing area will 
be glass Avfflf aluminum framing. 
Work room will have composition 
roof. Dimensions of the building, as 
now planned, will be 14 by 30 feet. 
Height will be 8 feet for growing 
area and 10 feet for work and stor- 
age room. Temperature control will 
be by thermostatically controlled 
heaters in cold weather and ventila- 
tors in hot weather. 

The building will be located near 
the northeast corner of the Science 
Building and will be plainly visible 
from Highway 80 and Simmons 
Boulevard. It is to be a permanent 
memorial to the McGaugh family, it 
was stated. Members of the family 
are providing the major portion of 
funds for construction; and their gifts 
have already reached nearly $1,000. 
Close friends are donating concrete, 
blocks, steel, glass and brick. If suf- 
ficient funds come in, the length of 
the greenhouse may be extended by 
10 feet. As presently planned, the 
total cost is estimated at $3,000. 
Target date for completion is Sep- 
tember 1, 1967.

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The President Speaks 

“WE HAVE THE ASSURANCE ...” 

At a recent meeting of the Mississippi 
Baptist Education Commission I included in 
my report an analysis of the special difficul- 
ties Clarke faces in the crisis through which 
all higher education is passing, closing the 
report with this statement: 

THE SOLUTION to these complex problems is 
not seen at this time but we have the assurance 
that the solution will be found and that Clarke 
will come through the crisis stronger and more 
secure than it has ever been before. 

I was asked this question: “What is the basis for the 
assurance you have?” 

This is the kind of question that puts one on the spot. 
Is he just whistling in the dark? Is he closing his eyes to some 
of the facts hoping they will go away? Is he kidding himself? 

The answer I gave was this: “I must admit that there are 
no visible or presently available resources on which to base 
such assurance. It is based on something from above— an 
assurance of a Divine purpose in our work.” 

To some this may sound like pious preacher talk, but 
those who are familiar with the history of Clarke College 
have no difficulty in understanding or accepting this idea. 

This is a time of crisis for all Christian colleges and in 
some ways the crisis is especially difficult for the Baptist 
junior college. Most of the other colleges across the country 
are getting large sums of Federal money for plant facilities, 
faculty development, student financial aid and many other 
purposes. This heightens the competition both for students 
and for competent faculty members and increases the serious- 
ness of the present crisis.

"PEARL OF GREAT PRICE" 
BAKER'S SERMON TOPIC 

(We present a summary of the 
commencement sermon delivered 
on May 20 by the Rev. Bill Baker, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church, 
Calhoun City. Text: Matt. 13:45, 
46.) 

The parable of the merchant 
seeking goodly pearls brings before 
us the scene of an Oriental ba- 
zaar, or marketplace. Here a wide 
variety of merchandise was dis- 
played for sale. When the mer- 
chant discovered the supremely 
valuable pearl, he gave his entire 
fortune to purchase it. Among 
other things, is not Jesus saying 
to us that you can have anything 
you want, if you are willing to pay 
for it? God has given you the 
capital, which is your time and 
talent; and you can have anything 
if you are willing to “spend” your- 
self for it. 

Welcome to the marketplace! 
Look over the offerings of our pres- 
ent day and world, for here you 
will invest yourselves. What will 
you purchase with your capital — 
a pearl ... or a pebble? 

What do you observe about your 
marketplace? 

It certainly has its problems. 
Among these are personal prob- 
lems, many requiring the assistance 
of psychiatrists and other counsel- 
ors. There are domestic problems, 
as represented by the high rate 
of divorce, with 750,000 children 
being affected annually. There are 
national problems, as government 
grows ever bigger and the drift 
is strong toward a welfare state. 
There are also huge international, 
moral and theological problems 
which beset us on every hand. 
Waves of rebellion make a fright- 
ening addition to the disturbances 
in the marketplace. 

The marketplace also has its 
promise.

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no investment at all. Jesus told us 
of the servant who buried his tal- 
ent.

Jesus said, “Except a 
grain of wheat fall into the ground 
and die, it abideth alone; but. if it 
die, it bringeth forth much fruit.”

What has your experience at 
Clarke been? 

1. Has it been a time for ac- 
cumulation and retention of facts? 
Or has it been an experience in 
which you have come to under- 
stand yourself as an integral part 
of all creation? 

It is hoped that each of you 
has had that personal experience 
with Christ — that subjective ex- 
perience betewen you and God — 
and that it shall always be the 
zenith of your life. Yet, if you 
dwell only on this experience 
without developing its intended 
relationships, this is a mark of 
self-centeredness, and it will be- 
gin to close in on you. You must 
look to the intended counterpart 
of this experience which is a re- 
sponsibility to and relation with 
all of creation. In other words, in 
addition to the vertical relation- 
ship with God through Christ, you 
must develop a horizontal relation- 
ship with all mankind through 
Christ. In addition to realizing 
your unique individuality before 
God, you must learn to function 
as a responsible part, of His cre- 
ation — rather than expect Him 
and everyone else to allow you 
special dispensations and privi- 
leges. This man — God — man rela- 
tionship is like a photographer’s 
tripod. It cannot stand on two 
legs, and the picture it takes while 
on two legs is distorted — blurred. 

Christ is the hub of this tripod, 
and attempts to bypass Him result 
in bizarre religions on the one 
hand and insipid humanitarian ism

A Real "School Marm" 

It was back to Thrasher then, 
where the spell of the red-haired 
teacher captured her; and here she 
taught for about five years. Decid- 
ing to try another area of teaching. 
Miss Davis then entered Bowling 
Green (Ky.) College of Commerce; 
in due time, she received the A. B. 
degree from that noted institution. 
For eight years after this, she 
taught business courses in Lee 
High School, Columbus — and she 
was very happy in this endeavor. 
In 1930 she decided to sell educa- 
tional books (Lincoln Library) dur- 
ing the summers. This work, and 
the wide travel connected with it, 
appealed to her; and resigning her 
teaching position, she traveled and 
sold books for 12 years. 

Enter, the Librarian 

Never one to get into a rut. Miss 
Davis decided to change her work 
again, tms time to the library. She 
had special training in library 
science in the University of South- 
ern Mississippi; and then she serv- 
ed as high school librarian in Cal- 
houn City for six years, and at 
House Springs, Mo., for four years. 
Before coming to Clarke she had 
a position at Biloxi in which she 
gave half time to the City Schools 
and half time to the Residence Cen- 
ter of Sou them. This three year 
period in Biloxi gave her an op- 
portunity to get acquainted in 
depth with the college library field. 

In 1964, Miss Davis was invited 
to become Librarian at Clarke. 
Since that time she has given de- 
voted and capable service to the 
college in this very vital area. 
She maintains most pleasant rela- 
tions with faculty, staff and stu- 
dents. She says that one of the 
very pleasant features of library 
work, as compared with high 
school teaching, is “NOT having 
disciplinary problems such as are 
usual in high school. College stu- 
dents who use the library are easy 
to guide and control. 

“I have loved the students who 
have worked as my helpers in the 
library', and I keep in touch with 
them through letters after they

ministry. On the contrary, she says 
both the Butlers and her parents 
were “pleased and thrilled” that 
George had decided to be a preach- 
er.

i cation for him must never end. He 
must be a life-long scholar or else 
lapse into antiquity and quackery. 

The shocking thing is that spiritual 
acumen is dissipated even more 
rapidly. 

The same is true, maybe not as 
dramatically and not with as tragic 
results, in other vocations and areas 
of life. The period of formal edu- 
cation is mainly a time for learning 
basics and developing the discipline 
of study and investigation. Education 
must continue for the rest of your 
; life. 

For this reason, formal education 
must not terminate here. It must be 
continued at least to the bachelor’s 
; degree level in order for you to be 
i as well equipped for life today as 
your parents were with a high school 
| diploma. 

I would like to present to you a 
three-fold challenge: 

1. Enrich your life with the fruits 
of scholarship — ever thirsty, ever 
seeking, always growing. 

2. Devote your scholarship to the 
pursuit of Truth - not to the pursuit 
of a subjective target, but to Ultimate 
Truth, Unifying Truth, Unchanging 
Truth. 

3. Center your service in Christ 
and through Him to all mankind - 
and in so doing you will reap the 
reward of fulfillment.
